This past summer I began to engage our parish staff with the possibility of bringing the LifeTeen and Edge 
program into our parish community. LifeTeen is a high school youth program, and Edge is for middle 
schoolers. The focus of LifeTeen/Edge is to bring our young people and their families closer to Christ through 
a Eucharistic centered spirituality and relational ministry. 

Working with Teresa Thompson, the Coordinator of Gatherings of Grace and Youth Ministry for our 
parish, we began to introduce the LifeTeen/Edge program to various parish groups, such as the Youth 
Ministry Core Team, Pastoral Council, Liturgy Committee, Gatherings of Grace Core Team, the Knights of 
Columbus, a group of parents, as well as middle and high school youth, and others. 

We sent two groups to LifeTeen/Edge music and basic training programs in September and October. The 
last three Sparks columns have provided information about the program. In my preaching I have shared my 
excitement about the Eucharist-centered spirituality of LifeTeen/Edge, and the idea of offering a Sunday 
evening Mass with music geared more toward our young people. I have been to several of these LifeTeen 
Masses and, let me tell you, this image has a very "broad definition and appeal" to young people. 

All these conversations have left me with the call to move in this direction. This means we will offer a 
weekly Sunday evening LifeTeen/Edge Liturgy, open to every person and family in the parish, at 6:00 pm, 
followed by LifeNight and Edge gatherings for our middle-school and high-school youth. 

In consulting with the Pastoral Council, Youth Ministry Core Team, and the Liturgy Committee, their 
recommendation to me is to stay with three Masses for each weekend. This means we will need to combine 
the 8:00 and 10:30 liturgies on Sunday mornings. 

We will soon being taking a parish survey to find out what time the parish would like to celebrate the one, 
combined Sunday morning Mass. In preparation for the survey, here are some possible times for your families 
to pray about and discuss. We will ask you to rank your top three choices, (1) being your first choice, (2) being 
your second choice, and (3) being your third choice for the one Sunday morning Mass. The possible times are 
8:00, 8:30, 9:00, 9:30, 10:00, 10:30, or 11:00. 

Thank you for your openness and your prayers during this time of transition in our parish.
